Létter from Philadelphia. 


Prruaperenmta, Jan. 28ht, 1875. 

The weather has moderated so 
much within the past few days that 
many think the cold, spell is over, 
and are preparing foran active spring, 
trade, our merchants seem hopeful 
and many southern merchants are 
now here buying their spring goods. 
Navigation is not yet open for the 
cannals; but the harbor is kept open 
for foreign steamers to get in and 
out of this port and in a few days the 
boats will bo running to Baltimore. 
The ice men have gathered an-abun- 
dant harvest, and the sapply of that 
luxury next summer will bring prices 
down to reasonable figures. Ice is a 
necessity inall large cities all through 
the year, and itis wonderful to see 
what a large amount is used even in 
the coldest of weather. It has a 
purifying effect upon tho water, and 
many on that account will not drink 
our water without ice. The rain and 
snow has filled the springs, and the 
mills aro busy again, giving employ- 
ment to thousands of people in this 
city and the surrounding towns. This 
is a manufacturing city, and the large 
amount of business dono here, has 
made manufactories start up in all 
the towns of Philadelphia county. 
Frankford Manayunk, Norristown 
Kensington, Holmesburg and 
Germantown, all have large mills 
where goods are manufactured. which 
makes this city ono of tho greatest 
manufacturing cities of the world 
Strangers who visited the Franklin 
Institute last fall, can have some idea 
of the extent of our mänufactories 
and they will not wonder that this 
city was chosen as a fit placo to re- 
presont the industries of the country. 
Take away the associations connected 
with our early Independence and this 
city would still have the claim of be- 
ing the fit spot where the Centenuial 
exposition should beheld. It is not 
a city where great risks are generally 
run, for our merchants have the re- 
putation of doing what is called a safe 
business. During tho past year the 
number of failures in this city has 
not amounted to one fourth of that 
of New York city and the reason is 
simply this, that the nature of the 
people is to do business ona sure 
basis. Capitalists will not odvance 
money here inany moro Jay Cooke 
enterprises, but thev will give their 
means to build up ‘the city, where 
they seo there id some*chance of got- 
ting their “money” back. Men like 
Mr. John Welsh, the President of the 
Centenuial Bodrd of Finfnces will 
not risk their timo ‘inf money in 
useless speculations, and their sharp 
over sight from the first after failure 
to get Congress to do their part to- 
wards making the Centennial a grand 
success, worthy of the cause and the 
nation made the people of the coun- 
try feel confident that’ the’ measure 
would be a success. The prospecte 
now gre brilliant. Nation after Na- 
tion are sending their representatives 
to this exposition and the people ‘of 
the country are opening their eyes 
to the.impoxtance of making it a suc- 
cess. ‚State after State will do its 


duty. The great cities will give of 


their abundanco, and the dawn of 
that day which will witness the open- 
ing of this -exhibition, will be the 
brightest on tho page of American 
History. . Those who live within two 
hundred miles of Philadelphia will be 
greatly benefitted. There will bo a 
demand for all the necessaries of 
life, and this city will be a great De- 
pot for the storage of grain, pork 
vegitables and fruit. Wo will see 
money plentitul as it was in War 
times, and tho farmer and tho mer- 
chant busy. The machine ‘shops 
will notbo idle. The Rail Roads 
will be doing an immense business. 
Fast trains will briag daily their 
thousands here and return them in 
the evening to the surrounding cities 
and towns where lodgings can be 
had. The strangers cannot all sleep 
in this vity, but they will be scattered 
about among tke people of New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware and Mayland. 

The Arristocracy of Europe will visit 
the towns of Maryland which so much 
resemble their own towns, and they 
will see what a hospitable people they 
are upon the old Eastern Shore.

Attractive Homes. 


Thero are few things better calcul- 
ated to attach children totheir homes 
—whero the social virtues love to 
congregate and dispense their bles- 
sings—than rural embellishments. 
This is true, whether applied to a 
neighborhood or toa singlo resi- 
dence, We often hear persons, far- 
mers generally, wondering why their 
children, as soon as grown up, are so 
anxious to leave the farm,—the son to 
enter a store, as a clerk. or almost 
anything to get away from the farm, 
— the daughter to go to a factory. a 
millinery, or almost anywhere, at any 
wagos, so as to get away from the 
unattractive farm. Whero is the 
fault *—for fault it is. Wo believe 
tho fault +is with the parents: the 
father in particular. There is noths 
ing about the old homestead to causo 
it to be attractive. Frequently no 
paint, no whitewash, no shado trees, 
no flower garden, nothing, on the 
outside of the naked walls of the 
house, to cause the memory of the 
child to linger with fondnoss. The 
house is perhaps abundantly large, 
bnt only intended to protect the fam- 
ily from tho elements. No musical 
instrument, no pictures, no nowspa- 
pers or poriodicals. A bed in the 
sitting-rocm, no furnished parlor,not 
a placo whero the grown up dunghter 
can entertain her company, oxcept in 
n room where the father and mother, 
and perhaps several children, are 
sleoping.

only the boys. but the whole village, 

felt this. Atter all theso years I can 
picturu that old time to myself now. 
just as it was thon;tho white town 
drowsing in the sunshine ofa sum- 
mer's morning ; the streets empty, or 
pretty nearly so; one or two clerks 
sitting in front of the Water Street 
stores, with their splint-bottomed 
chairs tilted back against the wall, 
chins on breast, hats slouched over 
their faces, asleep—with shingle- 
shavings enough around to show 
what broke them down ; a sow and a 
litter of pigs loafing along the side. 
walk, doing a good business in wa- 
ter-melon rinds and seeds; two or 
three lonely littlo freight piles scat-

| side, where all my old comrades could 


with a picture or with gilded rays 
above the boat's name; the boiler 
deck, the hurricane deck, and the 
texas deck are fenced and ornamented 
with clean white railings; there is a 
flag gallantly fiying from the jack. 
staff; the furnace doors are open and 
tho fires glaring bravely; the uppor 
decks are black with passengers ; the 
captain stands by the big bell, calm, 
imposing, the envy of all; great vol- 
umes of the blackest smoke are roll- 
ing tumbling out of the chimneys—a 
husbanded grandeur created with a 
bit of pitch pite just before arraiving 
at a town; the crow are grouped on 
the furecastle ; the broad stage is run 
far out over the port bow, and an 
envied deck-hand stands picturesquely 
on the end of it with a coil of rope in 
his hand ; the pent steam is scream- 
ing through tie guagecocks ; the cap- 
tain lifts his hand, a bell rings, tho 
wheels stop; then they turn back, 
churning the water to foam, and the 
steamer is at rest. Then such a 
scramble as there isto get aboard. 
and to get ashore, and to take in 
freight and to discharge freight, all 
at one and the same time; and such 
a yelling and cursing as tho mates 
facilitate it all with! Ten minutes 
later tho steamer is under way again 
with no flag on the jack-staff and no 
black smoke issuing from the chim- 
neys. After ten more minutes the 
town is dead again, and the town 
drunkard asleep by the skids once 
more. 


My father was a justice of the peace 
and I supposed he possessed the 
power of lifo and death over all men 
and could hang anybody that offen- 
ded him. This was distinction en 
ough for me as a general thing ; but 
the desire to be asteamboatman kept 
intruding, nevertheless. I. first 
wanted to be a cabin boy, so that I 
could vome out with a white apron 
on and shuke a table cloth over tho 


see mo; Inter I thought I would rath. 
er be the deck-hand who stood on 
the erd of the stago-plank with the 
cvil of ropo in his hand, because he 
was particularly conspicuous. But 
these were only day-dreams—they 
were too heavenly to be contemplated 
as real possibilities. By and by one 
of our boys wont away. He was not 
heard of for a long timo. At last ho 
turned up as apprentice ebgineor or 
“striker” on a steambont. This thing 
shook the bottom out of all my Sun- 
day-sahool teachings. That boy had 
been notoriously worldly, and I just 
tho reverso; yet ho was exalted to 
this eminence, and 1 left in obscurity 
and misery. There was nothing 
generous about this fellow in his 


greatness. He would always manage | 


to have a rusty bolt to scrub while 
his boat tarried at our town, and he 
would sit on the inside guard and 
scrub it, where we could all sco him 
and envy him and loathe him. And 
whenover his boat was laid up he 
would come home and swell around 
the town in his blackest and greasiest 
clothes, so that nobody could help re- 
membering that ho was a stenmboat- 
man ; and ho used all sorts of steam- 
boat technicalities in hie talk; as if 
ho was so used to them that ho forgot 
common people could not understand 
them. Ho would speak of tho “lar- 


board'' said of a horse in an casy, na- 
tural way that would make ono wish 
he was dead. And he was always 
talking about “St. Looy” like an old 
citizen ; ho would refer casually to 
occasions when he “was coming down 
Fouth Street,” or when ho was “'pas- 
sing by the Planter's House,” or 
when there wasa fire and he took n 
turn on the brakes of “the old Big 
Missouri ;' and then ho would go on 
and lie about how many towns the 
size of ours were burned down there 
that day.

I saidI 
never would come home again till I 
was a pilot and could come in glory. 
But somehow I could not manage it 
I went meeklp aboard a few of the 
boats that lay packed togather like 
sardines at tho long St. Louis wharf, 
and very humbly inquired for the pi: 
lots, but got only a cold shoulder and 
short words from mates and clerks, 
I had to make the best sort of treat- 
ment for the time being, but I had 
comforting day-drenms ofa future 
when I should bea great and honors 
ed pilot, with plenty of money, and 
could kill some of these mates and 
clerks and pay for them. 

Months afterward the hope within 
me struggled to n reluctant death, 
and I found myself without an ambi. 
tion. ButI wasashamed to go home. 
I was in Cincinnati, and I set to work 
to map out anew careor. I had been 
reading abont the recent oxploration 
of the river Amazon by an expedition 
sent out byour government. It was 
said that tho expedition, owing to 
difficulties’ had not thoroughly ex- 
plored a part of tho country lying 
about the head-wators, somo four 
thousand miles from the mouth of 
the river. It was only about fifteen 
hundred miles from Cincinnati to 


New Orleans, where I could doubt- 


less geta ship. Ihad thirty dollars 
left; I would go and complete the ox- 
ploration of tho Amazon.

When ho was getting out cargo 
at a landing, I was always where I 
could see and hear. He felt all the 
sublimity of his great position, and 
made the world feel it too. When 
ho gave even the simplest order, he 
dischaiged it like a blast of lightning, 
and sent a long, reverberating peal of 
profanity thundering after it. I could 
not help contrasting the way in which 
the arcrage landsman would give an 
order, with the mate's way of doing 
it.

It is often a question how many 
needs to procure for sowing. The 
following table given the quantity of 
the leading articles usually sown to 
the acre. Of course, itis important 
to get good seeds. Some few 
seedsmen mix bad seed with the good 
excusing themselves dn the ground 
that people always sow too thick.

Eanuy Cannacrs.— Some sow these 
in the fall of the year, ard preserve 
them over winterin shallow frames 
protected by boards, and set them 
out in tho spring. This, however, 
talls for a good deal of winter care. 
On fine days, the boards have to be 
elevated to avoid damp, and tke 
broad shutters themselves are no 
mean expense. Besidesall this, they. 
are very apt torun to seed if the 
winter is mild, er the plants extra 
strong before they are set out. If 
one can command a small quantity of 
stable manure, it is just as well to 
make a small hot bed, and start the 
plants early. Tnis can be done at 
once and plants can then be had in 
time for spring planting. A one 
light frame will be large enough to 
raise several thousand plants. It does 
not need much heat. A single cert 
load of hot stable manure is enough 
for a frame of a single nash. Tke 
seeds soon sprout, and if air is given 
to prevent them drawing too much, 
= plants will soon get hard and 

for setting out. 

* BuperrnosrHarte or Liue.—Dr. An- 
derson gives the following proportion 
of bones and acids to be used in 

ing superphosphate on the small 
scale ; 


One ton of inch, bones, one-quarter 

ton of sulphuric acid, and sixty tons 
of boiling water. Utensils requisite, 
a cistern of lead anda water-can of 
the same metal. A small quantity of 
bones ahould be spread upon the bot- 
tom of the cistern, and the sulphuric 
acid poured in from the leaden wa- 
ter can, at the same time that a pro 
portionate quantity ofthe water is 
added from another can. More bones 
should then be thrown in, then more 
acid and water ; in short, the process 
chould be managed so as to mix the 
bones and acids as uniformly as pos- 
sible. The mixture should bo allewed 
to stand for some days before it is 
employed, and it (should then be 
mixed with dried peat or soil in or- 
der to properly divide the masa. 

Bao Mux ann Butter ix Wines. 
—It is said that when cows aro al- 
lowed to eat litter which is thrown 
out of horse stables, impregnated as 
it is with liquid manure, their milk 
and butter will be tainted with the 
taste, in the same ls ear the flavor 
is injured by eating ips, but toa 
moro disagreoable degree. If litter 
is allowed to be eaten, it should be 
only given to other cattle, and not to 

milch cows, which should have noth. 
ing the awootest'and purest food.,
